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New superfast broadband boosts 
local firm’s international business 


SUPERFAST broadband has helped a pi¬ 
oneering motor manufacturer in Crewk- 
eme to get into top gear. 

More than 4,100 Crewkerne households and 
businesses, including Ariel Motors, now have ac¬ 
cess to superfast broadband as a result of the multi¬ 
million pound Connecting Devon and Somerset 
(CDS) programme. 

The Crewkerne-based motor manufacturer, 
which produces the superfast Ariel, was one of the 
first superfast broadband customers in the Somer¬ 
set town. 

Director Simon Saunders said the fibre broad¬ 
band technology was already providing a major 
boost for his company’s international operations. 

He elaborated by saying: “The easy exchange of

information, data and files is crucial within our na¬ 
tionwide multi-million pound projects and in ad¬ 
vance design. 

“As technology evolves, we need to make sure 
that our connection matches that of our partners 
who are located in more urban areas, hundreds of 
miles away. With many complex, large CAD files, 
the speed of exchanging data has become impor¬ 
tant to us. 

“Thanks to the latest rollout of superfast broad¬ 
band, we’re now getting over 70MB download 
speed and 20MB upload speed, which is a lot 
faster than before. This means we can operate with 


new technology from our base in one of the most 
beautiful parts of the country.” 

Currently, there are 15 fibre broadband cabinets 
‘live’ within the Crewkerne area offering superfast 
broadband for the first time to more than 4,100 
premises. Hundreds of homes and businesses in 
and around Crewkerne are already using the serv¬ 
ice. 

Over the next few weeks five further cabinets 
will be introduced, providing an additional 1,171 
households and businesses with access to superfast 
broadband. Rural businesses have been at the cen¬ 
tre of CDS’s approach to achieving superfast so¬ 
lutions. 

Since the rollout began over two years ago, the 
programme has connected over 10,500 businesses 
to the fibre network - the vast majority of which 
can access superfast broadband speeds. 

Huge step in right direction 

More than 240 business parks now have access 
to fibre broadband or will do so in the near future 
as part of Connecting Devon and Somerset’s aim 
to reach around 90 per cent of premises by Decem¬ 
ber 2016. 

MP Marcus Fysh praised the latest development 
within CDS as a “huge step in the right direction”. 

He said: “Although superfast broadband has al¬ 
ready arrived in Crewkerne, these additional cab¬ 
inets demonstrate a strong commitment from CDS 
to meet the current goals set for 2016. 

“This is really reassuring for local businesses, 
like Ariel Motors, that depend on adequate internet 
connection in order to meet customer demands in 
an increasingly technology-based economy.” 

The rollout is gathering momentum, with fibre 
broadband becoming available to more than 8,000 
further premises every month. 

Councillor David Hall, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for business inward invest¬ 
ment and policy, said: “The Connecting Devon 
and Somerset project to build a fibre network is 
on schedule, connecting the county to the rest of 
the world. Ariel Motors, as an international com¬ 
pany, is a great illustration of this. 

“This is a significant step for Crewkerne and for 


Ariel’s global reach. The programme has had a 
positive impact on the region both in homes and 
in businesses. 

“Long-term, the impact will be even bigger as 
the economy in the two counties will be bolstered 
by superfast broadband.” 

About 220,000 households and businesses across 
the two counties can now access fibre broadband, 
of which nearly 200,000 can get superfast speeds 
of 24Mbps and above, as a result of the multi-mil- 
lion-pound programme. 

“The partnership is on schedule in its plans to 
make superfast broadband available to around 90 
per cent of households and businesses within less 
than 16 months. 

Laurent Boon, BT’s programme manager for 
Connecting Devon and Somerset, added: “The 
Ariel Motors success story is a wonderful example 
of how high-speed fibre broadband can help a firm 
operate successfully on the international stage 
wherever it is located. This exciting technology is 
providing a major boost for businesses and house¬ 
holds throughout the South West. 

“Businesses are using it to become more com¬ 
petitive, find new customers and operate more ef¬ 
ficiently, whilst households are benefitting from 
improved opportunities for online learning, enter¬ 
tainment or just staying in touch with friends and 
family. Whatever you do online you can do it bet¬ 
ter with fibre broadband.” 

This programme is separate to the Superfast Ex¬ 
tension Programme, which aims to increase avail¬ 
ability to 95 per cent of households and business.

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Funding sought 
for Chard projects 

SOUTH Somerset District Council (SSDC) hopes 
government funding will bring forward major 
projects in the eastern part of Chard. 

The council has started the process of seeking 
government funding for projects in Chard Eastern 
Development Area, including employment land, 
roads and an extension of the Stop Line Way cycle 
path. Ultimately a road link would be created be¬ 
tween the Millfield Industrial Estate and the A30 
and would help to relieve traffic congestion at the 
town centre traffic lights. 

This area of Chard is earmarked in the Chard 
Regeneration Scheme as the designated area for 
the development for both housing and employ¬ 
ment land in Chard over the Local Plan period (to 
2028). 

SSDC has already received one planning appli¬ 
cation for residential development in the Chard 
Eastern Development Area (the Morrish applica¬ 
tion to the north of the A30 is for 78 units), and is 
expecting a further five applications in the latter 
part of 2015 and early 2016. 

These applications are likely to seek permis¬ 
sions for a total of approximately 900 houses, but 
it should be noted this amount of housing in 
Chard will be delivered in stages over a phased 
period of time. 

SEATON 

Council says no 
to wedge plans 

A PACKED chamber saw Seaton Town Council 
object to a developer's third attempt to build on 
what is known as the green wedge to the east of 
Harepath Road. 

Having had two planning applications refused, 
one on appeal, Seaton Park (Devon) Ltd. has sub¬ 
mitted a third application (outline). 

It is for a mixed-use development of up to 150 
houses, 75 of which would be affordable; office 
space of up to 5,050 square metres; light/general 
industrial space of up to 3,500 square metres; 
open space and associated roads and infrastruc¬ 
ture, including a main spine road. 

The Enterprise Suite in Seaton Town Hall was 
bursting at the seams on Monday, October 19th, 
when the town council's planning committee met 
to discuss the developer's bid for third time lucky. 

Members of the public, including residents of 
nearby Colyford, spoke against the application 
before recently co-opted councillor Martin Shaw 
reeled off a list of objections of his own. 

The applicant did not appear to have a represen¬ 
tative at the meeting, and nobody spoke in favour 
of the proposal. 

The planning application can be viewed online 
by searching for application 15/2188/MOUT and 
comments are welcome until October 27th.

THE much delayed widening of the Millbrook cul¬ 
vert has been pencilled in to start work in early 
2016, Devon County Council has said in a letter to 
Axminster Town Council. 

Plans to the increase the flood capacity by widen¬ 
ing the culvert - a structure that allows water to 
flow under a road - at Willhay Lane was first pro¬ 
posed in 2013 and has faced a string of delays. 

At an Axminster Town Council meeting in July 
last year, town, district and county councillor An¬ 
drew Moulding read a letter to fellow councillors 
saying that the plans had been delayed by at least 
six months due to added complications in the de¬ 
sign work and that Devon County Council were 
going to carry out additional analysis to ensure that 
the completed scheme wouldn't increase the level 
of flood risk elsewhere or compromise the railway. 

Phase one of the proposal will be to install a 
flood defence wall along the southern bank on 
Millbrook as it approaches Willhay Lane.

Youths caught on camera 
breaking into Old Mill site 


COVERT surveillance by South Somerset District 
Council’s contracted security firm, Atlas UK, has 
helped catch youths that have been breaking into 
an historic building in Chard. 

For three consecutive nights earlier this month, 
youths had broken into the site and caused damage 
to walls, windows and doors; also setting off fire 
extinguishers and triggering fire alarms which 
could have put contractors who visit the Boden 
Mill site in the daytime at risk. 

Atlas UK set up covert surveillance and caught 
the offenders returning again for a fourth night. 
Two youths were apprehended and handed over to 
the local police, while three escaped by climbing 
a three-metre high fence, potentially risking injury. 

The Old Mill is a listed building which is ready 
for modernisation as part of the ACI factory com¬ 


plex and integral to the Chard Regeneration 
Scheme. Damage to the building due to arson 
could be a setback to development. 

The district council’s property spokesman, Coun¬ 
cillor Henry Hobhouse, said: “The criminal dam¬ 
age caused by these youths was totally unwanted 
and very dangerous in such a building as The Old 
Mill. 

“We needed to act fast to catch the offenders and 
we are very grateful to Atlas UK in apprehending 
the offenders. 

“We are urging anyone who is considering enter¬ 
ing the site for whatever reason to think again. 
Don’t put the life of you and others at risk.”

Hours are flexible and mileage expenses will 
be paid at up to 50p per mile."

After formally handing over, Cdre 
Alexander was pulled through the 
lined roads of the Air Station on a tra¬ 
ditional Royal Navy Field Gun car¬ 
riage; and then he was towed in the 
iconic Swordfish to conclud his final 
rounds of the establishment. 

As he departed, Cdre Jock said: 
“This has been a brilliant way to bow 
out after 38 years in the Royal Navy. 
Command of any Royal Navy unit is 
a special honour and I have immensely 
enjoyed my time at RNAS Yeovilton. 

“The whole base has a key part to 
play in the Royal Navy while also sup¬ 
porting the Army Air Corps and other 
Defence organisations. 

“I wish Jon Pentreath every success 
as he steers RNAS Yeovilton through 
the final stages of its transition from 


Lynx to Wildcat and Sea King to Mer¬ 
lin, and the full integration of 1 Regi¬ 
ment Army Air Corps. Thank you 
everybody.” 

The new Commanding Officer, Cdre 
Pentreath, joined the Royal Navy in 
1984 and was subsequently selected 
for pilot training; joining the Fleet Air 
Arm in 1990 as a Commando Helicop¬ 
ter pilot flying the Sea King. He qual¬ 
ified as a Lynx pilot in 1995 and in 
ensuing appointments and promotions 
has seen extensive operational service. 

When promoted to Captain in 2008 
he became the Commanding Officer 
of the Commando Helicopter Force 
(CHF) based at RNAS Yeovilton. 

On assuming Command of the Air 
Station, Cdre Pentreath said: “I am 
truly delighted to be returning to 
Royal Naval Air Station Yeovilton. 
Having served here for much of my 
naval career, it is both an honour and 
a privilege to be appointed to Com¬ 
mand the base. 

“There is a huge amount going on, 
as both Royal Navy and Army front¬ 
line units re-equip with Merlin and 
Wildcat helicopters.” 

Cdre Pentreath added: “I will build 
upon the fantastic work done by my 
predecessor as Yeovilton continues to 
deliver our operational outputs effec¬ 
tively, efficiently and safely. I look 
forward to working closely with all 
Service and Civil Servant personnel 
and, just as important, their families, 
our contractors and those in the local 
communities.”

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Streetscene Team cleans 
up Furzehill fly-tipping 


AN area of land in Chard has been cleared of fly- 
tipped rubbish and given a deep clean by South 
Somerset District Council’s (SSDC) Streetscene 
Team. 

The land at Furzehill in Chard forms part of the 
recreation area owned by SSDC, and also includes 
the adjoining the park owned by Yarlington Housing 
Group (YHG). 

A large amount of fly-tipping had taken place, so 
seven members of the Streetscene Team removed 
seven loads of fly-tipped items and rubbish, taking 
five hours to do so. 

The land is hidden by conifers beside a park area, 
which used to hide fly-tipped waste. There are now 
plans afoot to remove the trees in order to open the 
space up and detract people from fly tipping. 

Councillor Jo Roundell Greene, deputy leader at 
South Somerset District Council and portfolio 
holder for environment, said: “Our Streetscene 
Team have done a fantastic job removing all the 


waste from this site in order to improve the area and 
detract from further fly tipping. Recognition must 
go to the land owners, Yarlington Housing Group, 
for their positive approach to tackling the issues they 
faced and for asking our experienced Streetscene 
Team to help with the fly tipping removal and re¬ 
landscaping.” 

Works to improve the visibility of the area are 
being explored with local residents that own the 
trees in the anticipation that this will stop future fly 
tipping and anti-social behaviour. 

District councillor Amanda Broom, Chard Combe 
ward member, added: “After being alerted by con¬ 
cerned residents over issues of anti-social behaviour 
such as fly tipping, SSDC have worked exception¬ 
ally hard in removing all of the offending items. The 
area has subsequently been cleared and is being 
managed by the District team. The next stage is to 
firm plans for potential landscaping in the area”.

SOUTH Petherton Parish Church was 
the scene for the breaking of a 50- 
year-old bell ringing world record. 

A team of 12 bell ringers assembled 
on Saturday, October 17th, aiming to 
ring 21,216 changes of a method 
known as Cambridge Surprise Max¬ 
imus. 

An attempt last year failed, but there 
was no repeat this year as the mission 
was successfully completed in 14 
hours and 26 minutes. The previous 
record of 16,368 rings, set in Birming¬ 
ham Cathedral in 1965 was soundly 
beaten. 

Each ringer had to ring his bell for 
the whole time without a break, and 
ringing commenced at 7am. 

A spokesperson for the organisers 
said: “They did it. There was a fantas¬ 
tic atmosphere in church on Saturday 
evening. It was packed and an excited 
audience were there to give the ringers 
a massive cheer when they finally 
made it downstairs from the bell 
tower. 

“We had a screen and visual connec¬ 
tion to the bell tower, kindly provided 
by Hodges in South Petherton. The 
umpire set himself up in the bell tower 
this year, to keep a close eye on pro¬ 
ceedings. 

“Many pints were enjoyed after the 
event!” 

Members of the world record break- 
ingbell rining team were as follows: 

Matt Hilling - rings treble and con¬ 
ducted the band in their record-break¬ 
ing attempt. Matt lives down the road

John Hughes-D’Aeth - divides his 
bell-ringing duties between his home 
tower at Little Milton in Oxfordshire 
and Westminster Abbey and St Paul’s 
Cathedral. He is a solicitor who once 
confessed to writing the contracts for 
repair and maintenance of most of 
England's motorways! 

Paul Mounsey - his home tower is St 
Paul’s Cathedral in London. One of 
the most experienced and talented 
ringers in the country, Paul has 
amassed about 4,100 peals but would 
still cherish the longest peal on 12 
bells to complete his portfolio. 

Andrew Mills - a director of John 
Taylor Bellfoundry in Loughborough 
and held the record for being the 
youngest person to ring 1,000 peals. 
He is one of the most accomplished 
ringers of his generation. 

John Loveless - has been ringing 
bells for nearly 50 years all over the 
UK and in Ireland, USA, Canada, 
South Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand, clocking up more than 3,500 
peals. 

Martin Whiteley - the organiser of 
this record-breaking attempt. He has 
an infectious enthusiasm for long 
peals and also climbs mountains and 
does triathlons. 

Roy LeMarechal - a part-time bell 
hanger and bell service engineer so 


spends more time in church towers 
than most. When he’s at home, Roy 
tends to his vineyard in his back gar¬ 
den. 

Paul Tiebout - a Liverpudlian now 
based in London and a member of the 
celebrated bellringing company at St 
Paul's Cathedral. At 29 he is the 
youngster in the line-up. 

Robin Hall - enjoys ringing peals 
that are mentally challenging and, of 
his 13 long lengths, a couple have in¬ 
volved learning more than 50 different 
and rather complicated methods, every 
one of which has to be recalled in¬ 
stantly. 

Frank Rivett - has rung nearly 2,300 
peals and spent the equivalent of 291 
days doing so. The old man of the 
band at the age of 69, you’d put money 
on him being the last to quit! 

Tom Griffiths - took part in a 
marathon effort that involved ringing 
three long peals in a 24-hour period, 
so his credentials for the attempt were 
impeccable. 

Michael Wilby - rang the tenorand in 
the record attempt and is a leading 
light in the local 12-bell band that has 
proved to be the most talented and 
successful in the country over the last 
decade. 

Ian Avery - owns a peal of miniature 
bells at his house in Bishopsteignton 
where a steady stream of visitors try 
their hand on the aptly named Bish- 
ops-Ting-Tong ring. Ian’s role at 
South Petherton was travelling re¬ 
serve.

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Gritters ready for action 

SOMERSET County Council's highways team is 
ready for winter with seven new gritters to keep 
roads safe when temperatures plummet. 

The councill has a fleet of 23 gritters and a stock¬ 
pile of 7,000 tonnes of salt at depots across Som¬ 
erset, ready to treat around 900 miles of road 
every time ice is expected. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset County 
Council's Cabinet member for highways, said: “The 
average life of a gritter is around seven years, after 
that maintenance costs go up rapidly, so it's im¬ 
portant that we keep our fleet up to date so we can 
cope with everything winter can throw at us. 

“The advanced technology in new gritters also 
allows us to reduce the amount of salt used which 
helps us reduce ongoing costs and is better for the 
environment. 

“This year we'll continue to treat around 21 per 
cent of our highways network, keeping the busiest 
routes clear whenever ice is expected." 

Somerset County Council carries out gritting 
when road surface temperatures are predicted to 
drop below zero and frost or ice is expected. Pre¬ 
cautionary salting normally takes place in the 
evening or early morning but additional action may 
be required during extreme weather. 

Rain can wash salt away and in very low temper¬ 
atures salting may not be enough to prevent 
freezing - so drivers are always advised to take 
extra caution in winter. 

Councillor Fothergill added: “Our highways team 
do a fantastic job through the deepest darkest 
depths of winter, but please heed the general 
guidance to stay safe when the temperature 
plummets. Never assume a road has been salted 
and always drive according to the road conditions."

Litter costs Martock mum 
£250 and criminal record 


LITTERING has cost a South Som¬ 
erset mother £250 and a criminal 
record after she was spotted throw¬ 
ing rubbish into a field. 

It is the most recent example of 
coordinated action by South Somer¬ 
set District Council with all other 
Somerset local authorities to tackle 
environmental crime. 

Louise Johnson, aged 32, a single 
mother of two from Eastfield, Mar¬ 
tock, discarded the black sacks of 
rubbish over a gate at nearby Hol¬ 
lowed Hill. 

But she retrieved the waste when 
she was confronted by a public-spir¬ 
ited passer-by. 

Prosecuted by South Somerset 
District Council, Miss Johnson ad¬ 
mitted littering at Weymouth Mag¬ 
istrates and was sentenced to 12 
months’ conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay £250 costs. 

The court was told that Miss John¬ 
son, who works as a carer for the 
elderly, was of limited means, pre¬ 
viously good character, had learnt 
from the experience and would not 


be doing anything like it again. 

Councillor Carol Goodall from 
South Somerset District Council 
said: “There is no excuse for this 
type of irresponsible behaviour. Lit¬ 
tering is a crime that despoils the 
countryside, costs money to clear 
up, and can be a threat to wildlife or 
pets.” 

South Somerset enforcement offi¬ 
cer Chris Rowland added: “All 
councils in Somerset are working 
together to tackle environmental 
crimes, such as littering. 

“If anyone witnesses someone 
else littering or worse, we urge them 
to be like the passer-by in this case, 
report the crime and be willing to 
give evidence. 

“That will help councils get those 
responsible into court to be con¬ 
victed and punished.”

Revamp of sport complex 
could start in February 


REFURBISHMENT works at the 
Westland Sports and Leisure Com¬ 
plex in Yeovil could start as early as 
February next year - after South 
Somerset District Council moved a 
step closer to taking over the facili¬ 
ties. 

Members of the council voted in 
favour of the authority taking a 30- 
year £1.8million loan as part of an 
overall £2.7million refurbishment 
project. 

The council will now formally sub¬ 
mit and negotiate terms with Finmec- 
canica-AgustaWestland to take over 
the management and operation of the 
complex for a 30-year term. Terms 
are expected to be subject to approval 
and final sign off by the chief execu¬ 
tive of Finmeccanica. 

There was an estimated to be over 
350 members of public in attendance 
for the meeting with 12 people 
speaking in support of the complex 
reopening. 

It is expected that occupation of the 
complex by SSDC will be February 
2016 at the earliest, which is when 
refurbishment works will commence. 

It was back on May 12th that 
Agusta Westland announced it 
planned to close the complex at the 
end of September this year due to in¬ 
creasing costs and the growing sub¬ 
sidy it had to make to keep the site 
open, along with the impending 
major investments required to mod¬ 
ernise the facilities. 

There was a lot of opposition to the 
closure plans by many of the user- 


groups based at the complex and it 
prompted the district council and 
Yeovil Town Council to meet with 
AgustaWestland to discuss its future. 

At the meeting all parties agreed to 
carry out a feasibility appraisal to as¬ 
sess the viability of the district coun¬ 
cil or another organisation operating 
the site and continuing to provide a 
range of sports and leisure facilities 
for the overall benefit of the commu¬ 
nity. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of 
the South Somerset District Council, 
said: “The complex has been a lo¬ 
cally important and long standing 
venue regularly hosting a vast array 
of sporting activities and different 
events ranging from functions, con¬ 
ferences, meetings, training events, 
to weddings, ballroom dances, award 
ceremonies, festivals and entertain¬ 
ment events. 

“The council believes that the com¬ 
plex has the potential to be a first 
class vibrant entertainment, function 
and conferencing complex and a suc¬ 
cessful sport hub once extensive 
modernisation and refurbishment has 
taken place and councillors have 
taken the right decision to approve 
the loan.” 

For the record 37 councillors voted 
in favour of the 30-year £1.8million 
Internal Loan to use towards refur¬ 
bishment of the complex, and al¬ 
though nobody voted against, there 
were 17 councillors who abstained 
from voting. 


Staying active with ‘Flexercise’ 


PEOPLE working with the old and frail in the Chard 
area are being given the opportunity to learn more 
about exercise sessions which could help those they 
look after stay active. 

South Somerset District Council’s healthy 
lifestyles team is to hold the ‘ ‘Flexercise” training day 
in Chard on Thursday, November 5th. 

Healthy lifestyles officer Sam Wenden-de-Lira 
said: “Flexercise is a series of chair based exercises 
that are an ideal way to keep residents in nursing 
homes, care homes, Active Living Centres, residen¬ 
tial homes and sheltered housing active. The scheme 
is specifically designed for older and frail individuals. 

“Flexercise can also be used to help people with 
physical disabilities, learning difficulties and those 
rehabilitating after a stroke. Essentially Flexercise is 
perfect for a wide range of people who have difficulty 
exercising." 

The training can be accessed by anyone - staff or 
volunteers - who have no prior knowledge of leading 
or delivering exercise or physical activity sessions 
and is running on November 5th. 

The Flexercise sessions have a large emphasis on 
fun and are aimed at benefiting the physical, mental 
and social health of the individuals undertaking the 
activity. Following the training it is then possible to 
lead a Flexercise session in the workplace or a com¬ 
munity group. 

Training will explain what Flexercise is, the medical 
conditions that older adults may have and activities 
that can be used with or without additional equip¬ 
ment. As part of the programme there is ongoing 
support for the leaders and further training to up¬ 
date the activities that they can use within their 
Flexercise sessions. 

The district council’s leisure and culture 
spokesman, Councillor Sylvia Seal, said: “Our healthy 
lifestyles team has delivered Flexercise training to 
hundreds of people working in nursing homes, resi¬ 
dential homes and sheltered housing. The work¬ 
shops are an essential way to keep older and frail 
people more active and engaged.

Remember, remember...your cat during fireworks season 

Cats Protection has issued advice to local owners to help keep pet cats safe during the fire¬ 
works season. 

Whilst the celebrations can be great fun for people, cats can be left stressed out, confused 
or injured by Fireworks. 

Apart from the obvious physical damage suffered through accidental contact with fireworks, 
cats can be badly affected by fireworks noise and lights. 

Possible behavioural problems as a result of fear and stress could include house soiling or 
excessive grooming, whilst there is also the danger of a pet cat running away and potentially 
not returning home. 

A few simple precautions can help owners to keep their cat out of harm's way: 

• Keep your cat in after dark and ensure he has access to a litter tray 

• Try to reduce outside noise by keeping windows shut and curtains drawn. Playing soothing 
music or having the TV on may also help. Try not to reinforce fearful behaviour by soothing 
and reassuring a cat that is looking anxious 

• While cats like to be settled in a cosy, familiar territory such as a comfy bed or favourite 
chair, when feeling scared they need safe places to hide. Ensure they can exhibit this natural 
behaviour by providing access to a hiding place, such as under the bed, an igloo-style cat bed 
or something simple like a cardboard box 

• Make sure all doors and windows are securely closed to prevent your cat from escaping 
the home 

• A Pheromone plug-in diffuser such as Feliway® can be used to decrease anxiety and spray¬ 
ing and can have a beneficial effect in calming a cat during fireworks. However, you must 
start using it a couple of weeks before 5 November to maximise the benefit. It should be sited 
in the room in which your cat chooses to rest. Please speak to your vet for more information 

If you are having your own bonfire night celebration this year, then consider: 

• Buying hand-held cascading fireworks rather than the noisier varieties 

• Holding a ‘silent’ fireworks display - many companies now offer quiet or almost silent 
fireworks - giving you the same spectacle without the loud bangs 

• Keeping fireworks and bonfire displays as far away from homes as possible, to minimise 
any adverse effects on animals indoors, although bear in mind the effect these displays will 
have on wild animals 

• Check bonfires before lighting them to ensure that no small animals are sleeping inside

THOSE who visit Ottery St Mary on 5th November find it 
hard to understand what drives the townspeople to carry 
flaming tar barrels through the streets. 

Eighteen barrels are carried throughout the day. Young 
boys start the event at 4pm, at Canaan Way, with small bar¬ 
rels, then youths and women with medium barrels and as the 
evening goes by, the men of the town parade with the ‘gert 
big unz’. Traditionally, the tar barrels are lit in a strict order 
at the town’s public houses and other notable sites, with the 
biggest barrel being carried in the Square at around midnight. 

The barrels used today are selected from all over the coun¬ 
try and have many layers of special tar coated around the in¬ 
side of the barrel. Straw and paper is placed inside the barrel 
to help the lighting process and the melting tar does the rest. 
Children’s and Ladies Barrels 

The Barrels are ‘rolled’ under the supervision of the Barrel 
Sub Committee and start at 4.00pm in the following order 
on Thursday 5th November from the following locations and 
last for approximately thirty minutes:

4. The Five Bells - Intermediate - Yonder/Jesu Street

5. The London Hotel - Held in the Square (9.45pm) 

6. The Factory - Lower Mill Street (10.15pm) 

7. The Volunteer - Held Broad Street (11pm) 

8. The Lamb and Flag - Yonder/Jesu Street (11.30pm)

The Bonfire 

The giant bonfire will stand on St Saviours Meadow and 
is lit on the evening of the Carnival by the Carnival Vice 
President Mrs J M Lovell. 

The bonfire is an integral part of the annual Carnival and 
has many sites throughout its history. 

Three weeks before the carnival, all manner of material is 
collected from the community to build the bonfire. The sight 
of the first fully laden tractor and trailer seems to herald the 
coming of the carnival and in turn generates a bout of com¬ 
munal pruning. On the week before the carnival, the bonfire 
is finalized and usually stands about 35ft high with a girth 
of around 50ft. A Guy competition is set up for the children 
of the community and a winner is selected for placing on the 
bonfire. 

On Carnival day the ceremonial Guy is placed on top of 
the bonfire and in the evening, the Carnival Vice President 
sets a flaming torch to the base and all enjoys a spectacle of 
flame.

The Audi RS 6 and RS 7 ‘performance’ models

A NEW peak is about to be reached in the 
Audi RS range as RS 6 Avant and RS 7 
Sportback ‘performance’ models join their 
existing and already formidable counterparts 
and ramp power up to a colossal 605PS and 
torque to up to 750Nm. Despite doing even 
greater justice to the RS badge by translating 
their 45PS and 50Nm output advantages into 
a supercar-challenging sprint time of 
just 3.7 seconds, the new RS performance 
models retain the same best-in-class fuel 
economy and efficiency figures as their 
‘ standard ’ equivalents. 

Available to order in the UK from Novem¬ 
ber, and scheduled for first deliveries here 
next February, the RS 6 Avant performance 


will be priced at £86,000 OTR and the RS 7 
Sportback performance at £91,600 OTR. The 
4.0-litre TFSI engine at the heart of both 
bolsters its 605PS output with a 700Nm 
torque peak which can be temporarily in¬ 
creased by the driver to 750Nm by way of an 
overboost function. 

The two RS high-performance models 
sprint from 0 to 62mph in just 3.7 seconds, 
an improvement of 0.2 seconds over the re¬ 
spective standard RS model, and need just 
12.1 seconds to accelerate from 0 to 124mph, 
giving them a 1.4-second advantage. In each 
case the governed 155mph top speed can be 
increased as an option to 174mph, or 189mph 
if the dynamic package plus is specified. 


Despite the 45PS output boost, the 
sonorous V8 biturbo power unit returns up to 
29.4mpg in the RS 6 Avant performance and 
29.7mpg in the RS 7 Sportback performance, 
corresponding to 223 and 221 g/km of C02. 

Engineering expertise gathered by Audi 
and quattro GmbH over many years of RS 
model development has been invested in the 
upgraded 4.0 TFSI, from the specific engine 
management system with increased rpm and 
boost pressure to the Audi cylinder on 
demand (COD) system, which only activates 
four of the eight cylinders when under 
part load. 

The standard eight-speed tiptronic trans¬ 
mission has been designed to maximise the 
potential of the even more extreme engine in 
both the new RS 6 Avant performance and 
the new RS 7 Sportback performance. The 
driver can choose between the modes D and 
S or change gears manually either by tapping 
the selector lever or by using the shift paddles 
on the RS multifunction sport leather steering 
wheel. In manual mode, a shift indicator in 
the driver information system or optional 
head-up display indicates the rev limit. 

Quattro with sport differential 

quattro permanent all-wheel drive delivers 
the power to the road and flexibly distributes 
torque as needed via the centre differential. 
In the standard configuration, 40 per cent 
flows to the front axle and 60 per cent to the 
rear. The wheel-selective torque control in¬ 
tervenes as necessary. A sport differential act¬ 
ing on the rear axle is also standard, and 
enables active torque distribution between 


the inside and outside wheel. 

With its dynamic set-up, the standard RS 
adaptive air suspension lowers the body of 
the RS 6 Avant performance and RS 7 Sport¬ 
back performance by 20 millimetres. The in¬ 
tegrated damping control varies as a function 
of the road conditions, driving style and the 
mode chosen in Audi drive select. As an al¬ 
ternative, the tauter RS sports suspension 
plus with Dynamic Ride Control (DRC) is 
also available, and both set-ups can be com¬ 
plemented by optional dynamic steering with 
a continuously variable steering ratio. 

The driver can modulate the function of 
key components using Audi drive select, in¬ 
cluding the steering, engine and sound man¬ 
agement, the tiptronic transmission and the

sport differential. The RS performance mod¬ 
els, like the all-new R8 sports car, make the 
Audi drive select configuration process even 
quicker and easier by enabling the driver to 
switch between the auto, comfort, dynamic 
and individual modes without taking eyes off 
the road using a special button on the RS 
multifunction sport leather steering wheel. 

In both RS performance models, 21-inch 
cast aluminium wheels channel the 
exceptional output with the help of 285/30 
tyres in the RS 6 Avant performance and 
275/30 tyres in the RS 7 Sportback perform¬ 
ance. The four internally ventilated brake 
discs have a weight-saving wave design, and 
can be replaced by carbon fibre-ceramic 
discs as an option.

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Intelligent UK drivers say yes 
to life changing technology 


BRAKE, the road safety charity, is urging the gov¬ 
ernment to take steps towards introducing intelli¬ 
gent speed adaptation (ISA) on UK roads, after a 
survey carried out on behalf of the charity found 
almost two-thirds (63%) of drivers would be will¬ 
ing to let this ground-breaking technology auto¬ 
matically restrict their speed. 

ISA technology uses GPS combined with a dig¬ 
ital map of speed limits to keep vehicles to the 
posted speed limit. This technology could poten¬ 
tially make other speed control measures unnec¬ 
essary and ensure all drivers comply with speed 
limits at all times, preventing thousands of need¬ 
less deaths and injuries. 

A further quarter (23%) of drivers said 
they would be willing to have ‘advisory ISA 
fitted, a system which alerts them when they are 
over the speed limit, but does not automatically 


reduce speed. 

That leaves only one in seven (14%) of 
drivers unwilling to make use of the technology 
in any form. 

Controlled trials of ISA have predicted voluntary 
ISA could reduce road deaths by 21 %, and manda¬ 
tory ISA could reduce deaths by 46%. Advisory 
ISA is far less effective, but could still reduce fatal 
crashes by 5% [1]. This could save 85 lives a year. 

The survey found overwhelming support for the 
introduction of ‘telematics’, with almost three 
quarters (73%) of UK drivers say they would be 
likely or very likely to have telematics fitted in 
their vehicles, given the option. 

Brake calls for the government to take full ad¬ 
vantage of IS A, by producing a digital speed limit 
road map of the country, requiring vehicle manu¬ 
facturers to equip all vehicles with ISA technol¬ 


ogy, and making ISA mandatory, introducing it 
with an effective marketing campaign to explain 
its purpose. 

Gary Rae, director of communications and cam¬ 
paigns at Brake, said: “ISA represents a game- 
changer for road safety, with the potential to make 
all other speed enforcement unnecessary and pre¬ 
vent nearly half the devastating deaths on our 
roads. As speed is at least an aggravating factor in 
almost all road crashes, this technology could 
make our roads much safer for everyone, and pre¬ 
vent thousands of senseless casualties every year 
if rolled out systematically. As yet, there has not 
been the political will to roll out ISA despite its 
potential. However, as these results clearly 
demonstrate, the willingness exists among the 
driving public to use ISA to make speeding on UK 
roads a thing of the past.”
